No words can 
express the despair of it all. One cannot 
adequately desocrtbe the sufferings of the 
women parted from their husbands with such 
frightful suddenness, the heroism of the men, the 
fortitude of the women, the high courage of the 
officers of the Titanic, and that dread last moment 
when the shrieks of 1500 dying men and women 
were sent across the waters in an appeal to those 
who had no power to save them. I shall never 
again look upon the ocean without thinking of 
that scene. 
All that afternoon and in the evening, svery- 
body was discussing the probability of arriving 
in New York on Wednesday.

And, oh, the dear women, 
how fondly they wore their latest Parisian gowns! 
It was the first time that most of them had an 
opportunity to display their newly acquired finery. 
The soft, sweet odor of rare flowers pervaded the 
I remember at ourttable there was 
a great bunch of American beauty Toses. The 
orchestra played popular music, Tt was a buoyant, 
oh, such a jolly crowd! It was @ rare gathering 
of beautiful women and splendid men.

REMEMBER Jacques and Henry B. Harris, the

I remember we discussed among ourselves a 
man sitting at a table across the cabin, who was 
suspected of cheating at cards the night before.

The men warned one another 
against this man, who they said was a professional 
gainbler, who made a practice of fleecing ocean 
travelers. The men were sure that he had cheated 
—so sure, in fact, that they had agreed to keep 
him at a safe distance in the future. He sat in 
that great dining room, with a cold-blooded smile 
playing over his features as he gazed over the 
crowd. I remember this smile of his which I saw 
as I looked towards him, when the men were 
discussing the incident of the cardroom. It struck 
me as the one discordant and harsh note in the 
jollity. 

I remember that cold, calculating smfle of his, 
because hours afterward, his face still wore it 
when he cynically remarked that, after all, he 
guensed there was something in the law of “the 
aurvival of the fittest.” This cold-blooded crook

No Fear at the Crash. 


T about 11:30 we felt a slight concussion. 
A For the moment neither of us experienced 
any feeling of alarm. I asked Jacques 
what he thought of it. “Oh, I guess it’s nothing,” 
he said. “We have simply bumped into a bahyv 
iceberg. If that’s what it is, it won't bother the 
Titanic any more than if it had struck a match.” 
I could not help but feel alarmed. despite 
Jacques’ confidence. A moment later there was 
the sound of scurrying feet in the halls which 
divided the staterooms. There was a babel of 
inquiring and anxious voices. I felt the ship 
quiver from bow to stern. It seemed to me that 
she lurched sidewise from the force of a new 
impact. There was a grating noise. 


Neither of these blows to the ship had been 
sufficient to impress my husband with the be: 
lief that anything serious had happened. He 
was not inclined to investigate or even to make 
inquiries as to the nature of the disturbance. It 
was only when I had urged him to see what 
the trouble was thet he dressed himself and 
went out to investigate. 

Upon leaving our stateroom he encountered Mr. 
Harris. Both men told me to go across the hall into 
the stateroom occupied by Mrs. Harris and to stay 
with her until they had returned. Mrs. Harris 
was pale and frightened. Our fear was increased 
two-fold when we heard the harsh clanging of 
the great gong forward. I was afraid. The ex- 
planation of the reason for ringing the gong came 
to us in a flash. That very afternoon one of 
the officers had explained to us that this gong 
was only used as a signal for the closing of the 
water-tight compartments in case of emergency. 

Mrs. Harris was suffering from a broken arm, 
which she carried in a sling. I clasped her free 
hand and together we waited, fear-struck and 
silent for the return of our husbands. We had 
both dressed hurriedly. I had aided her in 
wrapping a heavy coat about her. It seemed 
but a few moments before our husbands re- 
turned. They said there was nothing to fear. 
I faint with fright, but tried to control my- 
self. 


Putting on the Life Belts. 


T about the same time that our husbands 
A came back to us an officer passed by. He 
spoke to Mr. Harris in a low tone. I did 

not catch what he said, but there was something | 
in his tone which frightened me—I don’t know 
why. As the officer went on his way Mr. Harr'!s 
turned to us and seid: “I don’t like the looks 
of things.”

O MAN was supposed to be on the boat deck; 
N this was the obvious requirement of the 
discipline which the officers attempted to 
Oh, that was a terrible moment! 

Each woman there kissed 
her husband. Men made an effort still further to 
cheer their wives by stating that the danger was 
not grave and that everybody would get off safe- 
ly. No woman who went through that awful mo- 
ment will ever forget the agony which came to 
her from the feeling that she might be separating 
from her husband forever. I saw Mrs. Straus 
clinging to her husband, Isidor, the New York 
merchant. I heard her say to an officer who was 
trying to induce her to get into a boat: “No, we 
are too old; we will die together.” Our husbands 
had great difficulty in persuading the women to 
leave them. 

Jacques stood there perfectly cool, saying, “No, 
dear, I will follow you bye and bye.” I didn’t want 
to leave him, but he filled me with so much con- 
fidence that I obeyed and turned and walked out 
onto the deck with an officer. It was a pitiful 
spectacle that the great ship presented. Her back 
was broken in two; she was like a great worm 
that someone had stepped upon, I had no sooner 
reached the deck than she began to list to port— 
even then there was no panic—people simply 
could not believe that the Titanic could sink. 


Ran Back to Hasbands. 


NE by one the women were seated, no hurry 
no rush, in fact there were only 15 who 


went into that first boat. I heard the 
captain order the crew to lower away. Every wom- 
an’s eyes were turned toward the cabin, where 
the men stood. I could not make up my mind to 
leave my husband when I saw the lifeboat about 
to go down. 
I was afraid, the water looked so treacherous. 
I ran back, threw my arms about his neck, and 
said: “Jack, I dont want to leave you.” “Oh, do 
be calm, dear,” he said, and allowed me to stay 
with him for awhile. He said there was no great 
hurry, and that I might remain with him for 
a few minutes. Oh, those few precious minutes 
were a lifetime. Jack just stood there with the 
men, with his arm about me, and I clung to him. 
We did not say much. There were other women 
who did not wish to leave their husbands. After 
Jack had kissed me again, and told me not to 
worry, that everything would be all right, he led 
me out to the main deck; but he never stepped 
upon it, so conscientiously did he obey orders—so 
splendid was his bravery. There were a few cow- 
ards who brushed by us and into the crowd in an 
effort to secure places in the boats.

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THE WEST AND CHAMP CLARK. 

We print today on this page an editorial from 
the New York World declaring that the Democ 
racy, with Champ Clark as its nominee, cannot 
obtain the 45 electoral votes of New York State 
this fall, and telling why. For the same rea- 
sons for which it is hopeless to think of obtaining 
New York’s vote for Clark, it is also hopeless to 
think of obtaining either Connecticut’s 7 votes 
or New Jersey’s 14 votes. 

As the World shows, the states carried by 
Bryan in 1908 will have 174 electoral votes 
under the new apportionment, out of a total of 
531 votes in the Electoral College, of which 266 
are requisite to a majority. If it ig conceded 
that Clark might possibly get the eight votes 
of Maryland, of which Bryan got only six, it 
is practically certain that Clark could not get 
the eight of Nebraska, which Bryan himself car- 
ried by a plurality of but 4102. To be elected 
Clark must get at least 92 votes more than Bryan 

ot. 
. Has the time long talked of by politicians 
come when a President of either party can be 
chosen without the aid of New York? Is the 
West at last about to come into its own? 

If the West is, it ig incredible that it can do 
so without the votes of the great middlewest 
states of Ohio, Indiana and [llinois. But these 
three great states would supply only 68 of the 
92 votes needed and Clark could not carry II- 
linois. The state with the second city of the 
continent is even more conservative than the 
state with the first city. Illinois has been stead- 
fastly Republican when New York has gone 
Clark would appeal to neither. Ad- 
mitting that his prospects might be a little bet- 
ter in Indiana, now under exclusive Democratic 
control, he could not carry Ohio. His nomination 
would be the signal for the realignment and 
revivification of the disorganized Republicanism 
of that State. 

Is the new combination which is to elect Clark 
without the pivotal states of the East to be 
found in a grouping of Mississippi Valley states? 
In this geographical group which has shown 
special interest in tariff reform are Minnesota 
with 12 votes, Wisconsin with 13, Iowa with 13 
and Missouri with 18, leaving out Illinois as 
hopeless. This makes only 56 of the 92. Add 
Indiana and it only makes 71. Add Michigan 
and he has only 86, 

But of these Mississippi states, Missouri is the 
only one Mr. Clark has any prospect of carrying. 
With either Taft or Roosevelt as an opponent, 
Iowa would be lost to him. He would not sup- 
ply the inspiration under which outnumbered 
Democracy could make a winning fight against 
great odds in Wisconsin or Minnesota or Michi- 
gan. 

What other groupings can be made that will 
not offend reason? Take the 25 votes of the 
three Pacific states, add Idaho’s 4 votes and 
Montana’s 4 and the 10 of the two Dakotas 
and Arizona’s 3. The sum is only 46. Add 
Missouri, and it gives but 64 of the 92. Add 
Indiana and it gives but 79. With New Mexico 
it is only 82. And in this group of widely sep- 
arated and dissimilar states ex-Senator Dubois 
himself knows there are some which it would be 
impossible for Mr. Clark to carry and others 
where his chances of victory would be exceed- 
ingly remote. 

Men of his extreme type have a usefulness in 
party organization, but Speaker Clark has been 
too partisan to win the independent vote which 
must be won if the 1,269,000 popular majority 
against Mr. Bryan igs overcome. Hig intemper- 
ance in expression as a factionalist in his own 
party would limit materially his appeal even to 
many within the Democracy itself. 

Why should the Democratic party nominate a 
man who lacks availability in both the West 
and the East? Why should it throw away suc- 
cess in the only campaign in 16 years in which 
it has been possible for it to succeed? 
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Socialistically inclined persons who urge gov- 
ernment ownership of trans-atlantic lines as a 
measure of safety to life conveniently overlook 
the numerous instances of battleship accidents in 
which hundreds of lives have been lost. 
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INCOME-TAX AMENDMENT. 


The constitutional amendment on the income 
tax must not be sidetracked, even if the Under- 
wood bt taxing incomes is enacted and receives 
the approval of the Supreme Court. 

The new bill is framed on the legal theory that 
it is an excise tax on the proceeds of business and 
occupation. It féllows, accordingly, that persons 
who have retired from business with large for- 
tunes may be able to claim exemption from the 
tax, though included in the class best able to 
pay it. How far this exemption will extend is 
seemingly dependent on the definition of “re- 
tired,” a point on which lawyers in Congress dif- 
fer. Im the ordinary sense, Mr. Carnegie and Mr. 
Rockefeller, who have large incomes from securi- 
ties that would be taxable in other hands, have 
“retired,” but some lawyers insist that as long 
as they retain large investments in going con- 
cerns, they can not be presumed to have “retired” 
ia the legal sense. It is also claimed that wealthy 
Americans who reside abroad will escape the tax. 
Ratification of the proposed amendment by six 
more states would remove all doubt as to such 
discriminatory and unjust exemptions. 


Congress should see to it that the senatorial 
investigation resultg in measures to safeguard 
navigation, and not merely in notoriety for a 
few Senators.

Labor saving inventions finally increase the 
number of men at work as well as their pay, but 
in the vast complication of men and machinery 
now doing the world’s daily work, there are 
many things still to be learned before anything 
can be really known of the meaning of what is 
going on every day. 

With wages increasing, with horse power, cap 
ital and everything else increasing faster than 
wages in American factories, the increase in 
the number of men at work falls behind other 
increases, including the increase in population. 
This general tendency is explained as a first 
effect of putting in improved labor-saving ma- 
pe but on railroads the increase of ma- 











men drop out until in this case there are actually 
fewer men to handle an increased amount of 
machinery and of business. 

A bulletin just published by the “Bureau of 
Railway Economics,” for the information of rail- 
way workers themselves, shows that. in 12 
months’ increase of $49,976,000 in wages there 
was during the same period a decrease of 31,- 
037 men on railway payrolls. The figures are 
given as the latest reported for 1910-11 by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and this 
change, with all it involves, is supposed to be 
still going on. As it extends beyond factories, 
to railroads, it cannot be accounted for in the 
usual way. It can be explained at present only 
as a result of a change that is taking place in 
mind and in ideas of management. However it 
is to be accounted for, it needs correction by the 
Democratic idea of what a well-managed country 
and a well-managed world ought to mean to the 
people who live in it.

If the Democrats expect to elect a President 
next fall they must go into the campaign with 
a stronger candidate than the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives. For Mr. Clark persgn- 
ally the World has only the friendliest feelings, 
but his nomination for President would be equiv- 
alent to a certificate of election fer his Repub- 
lican opponent. 

Mr. Clark’s friends proudly declare that he 
could poll the full Democratic vote. Perhaps he 
could, but much more than that is required of a 
Democratic candidate for President this year. He 
must not only poll the full Democratic vote, but 
he must poll hundreds of thousands of indepen- 
dent votes. 

Mr. Bryan polled the full Democratic vote in 
1908, but Mr. Bryan was overwhelmingly beaten. 
Mr. Taft’s popular plurality was 1,269,804, and 
Mr. Taft’s majority in the electoral college was 
159. There will be 631 votes in the next electoral 
college, with 266 necessary to a choice. Mr. Bryan 
had 162 electoral votes in 1908, Maryland's 
vote was divided. Assuming that Maryland 
will go Democrtaic next fall, the states that 
gave 162 electoral votes to Mr. Bryan in 1808 
will have 174 electoral votes in 1912 under 
the new apportionment. The successful Dem- 
ocratic candidate for president next fall 
must obtain 92 votes from states which Mr. 
Bryan failed to carry. Giving Arizona’s three votes 
to the Democrats and conceding that Missouri's 
18 votes will swing back to the Democratic col- 
umn, there is an adverse majority of 71 electoral 
votes to overcome. Where are they to be ob- 
tained for Champ Clark? 

New York, with its 45 electoral votes, must 
be considered first. Mr. Taft's vote in this state 
was 870,070 and Mr. Bryan’s was 667,468, the Taft 
plurality being 202,602, What chance would 
Champ Clark have to overturn such a majority? 
What appeal could he make to the great body 
of independent voters. who decide the elections 
in New York? 

New Jersey, with 14 electoral votes, is almost 
certain to go with New York. In 1908 Mr. Taft 
had 265,826 in New Jersey to Mr. Bryan’s 182,567, 
a Republican plurality of 82,759. Champ Clark 
would make as sorry an appeal to the independ- 
ent vote of New Jersey as to that of New York, 

Like New York and New Jersey, Connecticut 
has elected a’* Democratic Governor since 1908— 
and by the grace of the independent vote. Mr. 
Taft’s plurality over Mr. Bryan in Connecticut 
was 44,660, and Champ Clark’s nomination would 
give that state to the Republicans, too, 

New York, New Jersey and Connecticut have 
66 of the 71 electoral votes that must unquestion- 
ably be gained in order to elect a Democratic 
President. Champ Clark can never get them. To 
nominate him is to give these votes to the Re- 
publican candidate, whoever he may be. 

Where, then, are the Democratic votes coming 
from? Ohio? Indiana? They have only 89 elec- 
toral votes between them, and Champ Clark has 
no especial strength in either of these states. 
He has no especial strength anywhere, and it 
would be difficult for the Democratic party to 
name a more vulnerable’ candidate. 

Mr. Clark is a fine type of the old-fashioned, 
slang-whanging politician, but the country has 
outgrown that type. No personal charm, no per- 
sonal merit, can overbalance the partisan defects 
of such a candidate. 

Would the country intrust the leadership in 
the complex work of tariff revision to a mun 
who once proposed to burn down all the custom 
houses? ‘Would it intrust the financial credit 
and honor of the nation to a man who in another 
great financial crisis compared President Cleve- 
land te Benedict Arnold and Judas Iscariot? 

Would it intrust the delicate business of for- 
eign relations to the irresponsible individual who. 
as Speaker of the House of Representatives, helped 
to inflame Canadian sentiment against reciproc- 
ity by suggesting the annexation of Canada? 

What could the Democratic party do with such 
@ candidate, and how could it meet the record of 
his own »words?

Thinner Veils to Show Faces and Dresses 
That Hint at Form Are Worn 
Defiantly,

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 27.—Now it is the 
Turkish women who are seeking freedom. There 
is a touch of humor about the women of England 


and America demanding freedom, but in this 
country the condition of their sisters is far dif- 
ferent and it can be readily understood that cus- 
toms of other centuries have grown intolerable, 
The advent of the new regime in Turkey gave 
the women more liberty than ever before and 
having had a taste of freedom they are demand- 
ing the full limit. 

The first signs of a feminine revolt were in the 
change of veils. These became thinner and 
thinner until the Moslems were shocked to find 
their women wearing veils which made merely a 
pretext of hiding their features. The cape of 
other days, long and sufficiently ample to totally 
conceal the form, began to shrink until it was so 
small the outlines of the form were exposed. Then 
the skirts were changed in cut until they bore a 
strong resemblance to the hobble kind, which was 
the blow that almost killed the Moslems and re- 
sulted in an official edict. 

This warns the women of a hopeless hereafter 
if they dress in a way enabling unbelievers to see 
their faces and the outlines of their forms and 
also forbids loitering in front of shop windows, 
particularly European shops. Entering a shop 
and pretending a desire to purchase when the ob- 
Ject is really to enjoy the admiration of Huropean 
clerks, is also strongly condemned and the women 
are reminded that such conduct will surely lead to 
punishment in the next world. 

Meanwhile the women of Turkey have an “I- 
don’t-care” air and their thinly veiled features 
bear a smile of triumph.

When leaders of the new movement cut off 
their queues, the donning of other styles of cloth- 
ing followed at once. With the typical queue 
shorn, the standard dress of the Chinese looked 
grotesque. Soft hats and caps were bought and 
the next change was at the other end, The cloth 
shoes, boat shaped at the toe and -snade to wear 
on either foot, were discarded for the leather shoes 
worn by the Occidentals. Then the flowing blouse 
and expansive trousers were discarded and now 
the leaders look quite the same as any other men 
in their garments. 

In China, as elsewhere, it is conceded that one 
might as well be out of the world as out of the 
fashion so, with the prominent men of the coun- 
try wearing strange garb, other men in the 400,- 
000,000 population have a wild desire to be attired 
in the new way. 

This means that makers of clothes, hats and 
shoes will find a tremendous market in China at 
once, that will continue until the imitative Chinese 
learn to make these articles themselves in an up- 
to-date) way. 

The typical cloth shoe of China costs 25 cents 
and is a flimsy creation requiring continuous 
patching. The few leather shoes worn are nearly 
all made in Japan. They sell from $1 to $1.50 and 
have nething to recommend them but their cheap- 
ness. Wo American would wear them except as an 
alternative of this style or nothing. 

There are fortunes awaiting the American mak- 
ers of shoes who are early in the field with com-

The Titanic Goes Under. 


HERE was a_ terrible 
T noise—the Titanic 
break in two. There was a tre- 
mendous explosion. For the fraction 
of a xecond she rose in the air and 
was plainly visible in the light caused 
from the blowing up of the boilers. 
She sank to the requiem “Nearer, My 
God, to Thee,” played by the band. 
The great steamship then dived 
to the bottom of the ocean. 
With her were the heroes whose sac- 


creaking

rifice made for the lives of women 
and children should give them an 
everlasting place in the hearts of 
Americans. Future generations can 


serve no higher standard of Ameri- 
can manhood than was exemplified by 
our men who went down with the 
Titanic. 

It seemed to me that I would die 
when the end came, It was an inferno, 
the wall of the dying, the crying of 
women and children, the appeals for 
help from those who still lived and 
the bobbing corpses of men who had 
died from the exposure, or who were 
torn and bleeding from the effects 
of the explosion. 

It was a visio: of hell. I was calm. 
I couldn’t cry. I didn’t want to. I 
felt that I was dead. 


A little Frenchwoman in the boat 
with me wailed and writhed in hys- 
terics. The utmost confusion pre- 
vailed. One of the collapsible lifeboats 
had overturned and 30 or more hu- 
man beings fought for their lives in 
the icy water. 

It was an emergency which required 
a leader, and a leader with a cool 
head, desperate courage and a knowl- 
edge of the sea. 


The emergency developed the man. 
It was Fifth Officer Lowe, who was 
in charge of one lifeboat. Without 
an instant’s hesitation he directed the 
boat in which he was seated to the 
scene of the upset. He shouted orders

Officer Rescues Many. 


EF. rescued many with his own 
LH hands. He seemed to have the 
power of § instilling strength 
into the horror-weakened limbs of 
the boat crews, and urging them from 
struggling survivor to struggling 
survivor at top speed. 


It is hard to conceive the horrible 
sights that were seen by the surviv- 
ors in the boats who watched and 
attempted to assist the men who were 
struggling for their lives. The trides- 
cence of the water illuminated the 
faces of the swimmers, I shall never 
forget the agony which contorted 
those faces. 'The faint light in which 
we saw them was green and sickly. 


They begged pliteousiy for help in 
Sasping, strangling voices. 

Officer Lowe dragged every person 
he could reach into our boat. He 
would lean far over the side. get a 
hold on the swimmer and pull him 


straight into the boat. He must have 
been wonderfully strong, He was as 
wet as any of the ones he rescued, 
because he pulled them up against his 


chest and then swung them inboard. 


Very Little Suction. 
the. men in the boats, because 


| of the’balief that they might be 


drawn dowkh by the suction following 
the sinking“of the Titanic, was found 
to be unwarranted. We were not very 
far from the Titanic when she went 
down—not so far but what we would 
have been greatly affected by suction 
had there been anywhere near as 
much as there usually is when a ves- 
sel sinks. 

Within a few minutes Officer Loew 
had the situation well in hand. He 
had picked up those who had tumbled 
out of the collapsible boat. He had 
issued orders to the other boats, and 
they were rapidly picking up all the 
swimmers who had been able to keep 
their heads above water. 

When the story of this great ma- 
rine disaster has been fully told the 
name of Officer Loew will go down 
in the annals of the sea as one of the 
world’s brave men. 


HE terror which had possessed 


From among the hundreds of men 
who were scattered about on the sur- 
face of the sea I saw one whom I 
thought was my husband. I prayed 
ag never before in my life. 


The boat drew near and the man 
was hauled into it. It was not my 
husband, He died ag he was taken 
into the boat. The exposure was too 
much for him. His body lay for hours 
at the bottom of the boat, a ghastly 
reminder of the disaster. 

My last hope was now gone, my 
prayers were unanswered. In ship- 
ping an oar one of the men struck 
me on the head and for a few mo- 
ments k was senseless. When I re- 
vived we were a long distance from 
where the Titanic went down. 

The men in the boat were laughing 
and talking. Some .of them were 
smoking. The litle French woman 
sobbed hysterically. There were no 
lights on the boats except the first 
one. 


The first boat which led the sad pa- 
rade carried two green lights and the 
orders were to keep it in sight. There 
were no lights on our boat. Had there 
been a heavy sea our lifeboat would 
have surely been swamped. since the 
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| week ?

The crew did not seem to be greatly 
impressed with the terrible disaster. 
They knew that the S. O. S. signal had 
been sent Out hours before and the

In some of the boats near us women 
were obliged to take the oars. ‘Many 
of the women Knew better how to han- 
die the boats than the men who were 
put in charge. In one of the boats a 
man refused to take an oar. He was 
a coward. He shivered so with fright 
that he said that he could not hold an 
oar. 

Another man held a small poodle dog 
in his arms. He spoke to it as if it 
were a child. This was the kind of a 
man who would rather save a dog than 
a child. There are so many men and 
women who give more attention to dogs 
than human beings. 


Women Clasp Babes to Breasts. 


O one had any baggage. For the 
N most part the women in the first 
cabin were warmly dressed. But 
the women in the steerage were, many 
of them, garbed in the thinnest clothes. 
They shivered in the cold air and their 
wails were frightful to hear. Many of 
them had lost their husbands-and were 
clasping babies to their breasts. 

One of the worst cases of cowardice 
was brought to light when a man 
crawled from under one of the seats 
in one of the lifeboats an hour after the 
Titanic had sunk. This man had 
sneaked by _the officers and secreted 
himself without anybody having no- 
ticed it in the panic of the last mo- 
ments. When the boat was lowered to 
deck A, Mrs. Candee stepped on the 
man, fell and broke her ankle. 

She fell forward when she felt the 
squirming thing ‘under her feet, but 
fainted with pain before it could be ex- 
plained to the officers that there was 
a man hidden in the boat. In the panic 
it’ attracted no attention and the man 
escaped. I saw him afterwards on beard 
the Carpathia. It was said.that he was 
an. Egyptian. 

It seemed that-we rowed for hours 
after the Titanic sank. For the most 
part the women were dry eyed and si- 
lent. The men talked only of being res- 
cued. We didn’t care, for our hearts 
were near breaking when we thought of 
our men at the bottom of the sew “™ 

With our extra wraps we helped the 
poor wild-eyed steerage women to keep 
their babies warm. Many of the poor 
little things were almost naked. 


Carpathia Comes to Rescue. 


T was a radiant dawn. The rising 

. sun cast a pink reflection on the 

horizon. There was a long, dead 
swell on the sea. With the sun came 
the rescue ship, the Carpathia, with flag 
half mast. 

As we rowed up to the side the pas- 
sengers gathered at the rall. The wom- 
en passengers were waiting, ready with 
blankets and hot drinks. One by one 
we were hauled up the sides with a rope 
around our waists. Some of the wom- 
en were nearly unconscious. Mrs, Can- 
dee was suffering frightfu!l!: from her 
broken ankle. The fact of the cowardly 
man who was responsible for it was 
livid. I really believe that he enter- 
tained a horrible fear that when the 
story became known the men on the 
Carpathia would kill him. 

In his mean mind he must have suf- 
fered the tortures of the damned. The 
women with babies and children were 
first put aboard the Carpathia. 

Capt. Rostron of the Carpathia direct- 
ed the unloading of the boats. He wag 
very kind. Every woman was immedi- 
ately wrapped in a blanket, given a hot 
drink and put to bed. 

The passengers offered the survivors 
their staterooms. There was no distinc- 
tion made between the first cabin pas- 
sengers and the women of the steerage. 
All were treated alike, with the same 
kindness and human sympathy. 


Many Boats Not Filled. 


HE women who'had their husbands 
x did everything in their power for 
us. I noticed that many of the 
boats were not filled. In the first boats 
were many men who explained that 
they had been ordered to get into the 
boats when the Titanic first struck. 

There were only 15 people in our boat. 
In others there were 6 people. 

There were not enough staterooms for 
all and mattresses were laid on the floor 
of the main cabin.. Capt. Rostron cir- 
cled around the spot where the Titanic 
was thought to have sunk in the hope 
that he might recover some bodies. 

Rut there was not a vestige of the 
wreck afloat on the sea, nothing but 
The boat 


great, treacherous icebergs. 
went slowly and carefully. The Cali- 
fornian arrived and signaled that she 


would also take up the search for 
bodies. 
Just before the Carpathia left the 


scene of the disaster prayers were read 
for the dead. I shall never forget that 
acene. All joined in the prayers. The 
women wept softly and there was not 
a man on deck with dry eyes.

STOP APREAGHER’S 
TIRADE IN KANSAS 


Park Lights Turned Out and 
Speaker in Band Stand Is an 
Illuminated Target. 








BASS DRUMMER IS STRUCK 





Itinerant Exhorter and His Fol- 
lowers Flee With Clothes 
Stained by Missiles. 





HIAWATHA, Kan., April 27.—While 


James Delk, head of a religious sect 
known as the Nazarenes, that was hold- 
ing religious service from the band 
stand in the city park at Hiawatha, 
city and its people, a feature of his ser- 
mons for a week, the lights in the park 
suddenly went out. After pausing to 
look about in surprise, Delk continued. 
The lights in the band stand were still 
burning brightly. 

“The Lord is on my side,’’ cried Delk. 
Just then an old egg hit the preacher 
in the mouth. As he started to wipe the 
egg off his face another hit him over 
the eye, and in 20 seconds the preacher 
was covered with eggs and egg shells 
that were hanging to his clothing. Then 
he grabbed his hat and ran. The bass 
drummer and the violin player, com- 
prising the orchestra of the band, were 
not neglected by the egg throwers and 
they also fled. 

That is the Kansas method of exiling 
an objectionable itinerant preacher from 
a town, especially one who attacks pro- 
miscuously a town and its people. It 
has been used several times in Kansas, 
and Delk and his band have been the 
targets in previous egg-throwing out- 
breaks. The Mayor of Hiawatna four 
times ordered Delk and his band to 
move during the week previous to the 
egg-throwing incident. 

Called “Clown Preacher.” 

The Hiawatha World says: 

The clown preacher and his band 
were engaged because they were 
regarded as a nuisance. No one has 
any respect for them. The officers 
had advised them to move on. The 
Mayor told the clown preacher that 
he didn’t believe he was doing any 
good here or could do any go0d— 
that Hiawatha had many places of 
worship—that our citizens didn't 
like street preaching or park preach- 
ing that was in the nature of a dis- 
turbance. The police officers. ad- 
vised him to move en. They might 
have very properly locked him up 
for his disturbance, but after warn- 
ing and advising him they did not 
like to interfere with his right to 
free speech or even his bass drum 
religion. 

When Delk and his band did not take 
the advice of the city officers, certain 
leading business men of Hiawatha are 
said to have organized the method by 
which the preacher was compelled to

It is asserted that these busi- 
ness men furnished the money with 
which some boys purchased the eggs 
used in the bombardment Sunday night. 
Then someone cut the wires connecting 
the electric lights in the park, but leav- 
ing the band stand illuminated with 800 
incandescent lamps, making Delk an 
unusually good target. The lights had 
been out only a few seconds when the 
first egg was thrown and following it 
several dozen were hurled from all parts 
of the park and while many did not 
hf Delk they splattered over the band 
stand and considerably ‘‘mussed up” 
the faithful theologists. 
Money to Cover Damage. 

That some one in authority knew 
what was going to happen is shown 
by the fact that $200 had been raised 
from business men in Hiawatha on the 
Saturday before and was turned over 
to the county on Monday morning to 
pay the damage on the bahd stand. The 
money was sent by mail, in a sealed 
package, and was labeled ‘“‘to pay for 
repainting the band stand and scraping 
off the eggs.’’ It was mailed before 
the egg throwing began. 

Members of the Commercial Club have 
#nnounced openly that they will stand 
by the men or boys who threw the 
egges and will assist the men defending 
themselves in court . MM. . Peart, 
county attorney, has started an investi- 
gation to find out who the boys were. 


Asks Governor for Militia. 

Delk has asked the Governor to call 
out the militia to give him protection. 
He sent a telegram to Gov. Stubbs say- 
ing that “a howling mob of 200” at- 
tacked him and his followers and that 
50 women were injured by the mob’s 
throwing eggs, rocks and sticks. The 
Governor sent a special officer to 
Hiawatha and he reported that no 
rocks nor sticks, hut only eggs were 
thrown and that no women were hit. 
except Delk’s wife and she was struck 
by one egg, probably accidentally. 
Others might have been “spotted” a 
bit. 

Delk and his sect preach free love, 
it is alleged, and they were practically 
driven out of Topeka a year ago by 
numerous arrests. They abandoned 
meetings very suddenly at Lawrence, 
lola, Garnett and Wichita because of 
warnings given to them, followed in 
some cases by the administration of 
the “egg case."

Water Is Taken 100 Miles in 
Boats for Few Persons Who 
Live There. 














WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Sen- 
ate’s action in calling tor all informa- 
tion on file in regard to the alleged 
efforts of Japan to acquire Magdalena 
Hay has drawn public interest again to 
this wonderful land-locked harbor on 
Nerthern Mexico's Pacific coast, which 


offers the best anchorage between San 
Francisco and Panama. It is big enough 
to shelter all the fleets of the world 
om@ entrance is through a channel not 
mere than 400 feet wide with rockbound 
sides rising 500 feet above the water 

Not a drop of drinking water is to 
be had near the bay and not a blade of 
grass grows on its shores. Water is 
iekeen 100 miles in boats for the few 
persons who have lived on the bay 
since a concession for fishing was 
granted by the Mexican Government. 
This concession now is owned by & 
company in which Americans and Jap- 
amese are the chief investors. It is 
said the company is trying to sell to 
Japan and it also has offered its con- 

» cession to the United States. 

The United States has declined to buy 
the rights of the concessionaries be- 
cause they have no sovereignty to trans- 
fer. Mexico retains control of the bay 
and under the constitution of that coun- 
try this control cannot be transferred 
to another nation. 

Japanese Would Take Chance. 

The Japanese are said to be willing to 
take a chance on buying the conces- 
sion. This information comes from 
Tokio, but is invariably denied of- 
ficlally. 

The advantage of having this site for 
a harbor and coaling station is ap- 
parent to the most casual student of 
raval affairs and the importance grows 
az the Panama Canal nears comple- 
tion. 

A voyage of 4500 miles is the limit 

of a battleship without recoaling and 
to accomplish this the ship must travel 
slowly. 
_ Officers of the army and navy who 
have served in the Philippines tell many 
stories of Japanese activities there and 
many of these officers feel sure the 
Japanese will continue their policy un- 
til there is trouble with the United 
States. 

The polite and thoroughly diplomatic 
Japanese deny any intention of creat- 
ing trouble or the possibility of severing 
Pleasant relations with this country. It 
is pointed out as one of the peace rea- 
sons that Japan has only two great in- 
dustries, raising tea and making silk. 

The United States is the market for 
90 per cent of the tea and 75 per cent of 
the silk produced by Nippon and those 
who are familiar with these commer- 
clal conditions laugh at the. idea of 
the “Yankees of the East’ allowing war 
to interfere with business. 

Has Ne Money for a War. 

There is another very good reason 
why Japan probably will not go to war 
with this or any other country. Accord- 

‘ing to those familiar with national 
finances, Japan has no money for a 
war. The last loan obtained by Japan 
came from New York. 

The Lodge resolution is thought by 
some to be merely politics, planned to 
promote favorable consideration of an 
appropriation for two new battleships. 

In the Madero fMyolution there was a 

rumor that the Japanese were trying 
to get Magdalena Bay. This was denied 
emphatically at that time by the Japa- 
nese Government, but former President 
‘Diaz, while on his way from Vera Cruz 
to Havana, admitted the story to be lit- 
erally true and said Japan had opened 
negotiations with the Mexican Foreign 
Office.

~McCULLOCH LIKES’ IDEA 


Says Conditions Will Be Com- 
plied With Before Expira- 
tion of Time. 


A practical type of automatic 
wheelguard and street car fender has 
been approved by the Board of Public 
Improvements and the Wnited Rail- 
ways has been ordered to equip all of 
its cars with these life-saving devices 
within 3 months. A test of the 
approved projecting fender was made 
at the United Railway car sheds last 
week. President McCulloch of the 
street car company said yesterday 
that the cars will be completely eqip- 
ped before the expiration of the time 
limit. | 

The new fenders are of the project- 
ing type with a buffer protection in 
front of the vestibule. The fender is 
earried about 12 inches above the 
tracks and will be folded up while 
cars traverse the downtown districts. 

Wheeigvuards Under Vestibule. 

The wheelguards are placed under 
the vestibule immediately in front of 
the wheels. When released, either 
automatically or by the motorman, 
the guard drops to the ground and ts 
held down by strong springs. The 
basket of the wheelguard will scoop 
up a person knocked down and will 
carry him until the car is stopped. 

The fender has proven effective in 
picking up persons struck while in a 
standing position. The old fenders were 
carried so low that if the fender failed 
to pick up an injured person before he 
fell he would probably be rolled under 
the fender and severely tnjured. The 
new fender will remain stationary 12 
inches above the ground and will pass 
safely over a person who is knocked 
down or who is lying on the tracks. 

How Machine Works, 

The wheelguard is brought into action 
when the fender for any reason fails 
to pick up the person hit. A person 
in a prostrate position on the track will 
first be struck by a swinging gate 
which releases the wheelguard. The 
motorman can also release the guard 
frem his position in the vestibule. 

The wheelguards were approved sev- 
eral weeks ago and many of the cars 
have been equipped with them. The 
United Railways will manufacture the 
approved type of fenders and will begin 
to equip its cars with them in a few 
days.

The Board of Public Improvements 
will submit two ordinances for each 
crossing to the Assembly. One will pro- 
vide for the payment of consequential 
damages by the city, and the other wil! 
specify payment of the total cost by 
the railroads. The Board will recom- 
mend that the city assume the conse- 
quential damages to avoid long litiga- 
tion before the measures can be en- 
forced. 

The railroads have announced their 
willingness to begin work on eliminating 
the grade crossings as soon as the or- 
dinances are passed if the city will pay 
the consequential damages to adjoiming 
property owners at crossing points. Sev- 
eral members of the Municipal Assem- 
bly have announced their opposition to 
the payment of any sum by the city.

SAYS CLERGY SHOULD 
NOT MIX IN POLITICS 


Dr. Lyman Abbott, Roosevelt’s 
Editorial Chief, Thinks There 


Is Deeper Work for Ministers. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—The Rev. Dr. Ly- 
man Abbott of New York, editor of the 
Outlook, of which Theodire Roosevelt is 
contributing editor, in 4 speech before 
the students of the University of Chi- 
cago, declared that ministers should not 
actively take part in politics and also 
that the greatest need of the time is that 
high ideals be courageously and stren- 
huously maintained in all of the political 
parties. 

“Ordinarily it is unwise for a minister 
to take sides in politics,” he said. 
“There is a deeper work for him to .do. 
I do think it is necessary for him 
to see the great problems of the com- 
munity, but he should approach public 
questions from the divine and not from 
the personal side. 

“It is his part to foster high ideals, 
and if he identifies himself with one 
party he shuts himself off from part of 
the people. There may be times when 
a minister should interest himself in 





political questions, but the instances are 
certainly exceptional.”

SMALLEST WIRELESS 
FOR AEROPLANE USE 


Army Signal Corps Machine to 
Be Installed on Flier at 


New York Show. 


WASHINGTON, April 27.—Probably 
the smallest wireless telegraph set ever 
made has just been projected by the 
officers in the army signal corps here, 
and has been sent to New York for the 
aeronautical show there next month. 
The receiving and transmitting appara- 
tus weighs only 25% pounds and is con- 
fined within a box 15 inches square and 
146 inches deep. The generator from 
which the apparatus derives its power 
adds an additional 26 pounds. 

The machine is the result of the ef- 
forts of the army signal officers, under 
the direction of Major Charles McK 
Saltzman, to perfect the lightest ma- 
chine possible for use in the “fifth millf- 
tary arm,” or the aeranautical division. 

This set will be installed on one of 
the aeroplanes at the show and after- 
wards will be returned to the army 
nerodrome at College Park, for practical 
experiments. It is declared to have a 
sending radius of % miles on land and 
60 miles at sea, but the officers have no 
data to show its carrying force when 
used on an aeroplane. :

Protection of Gunboats in Harbor Attracts Com-

TRIPOLI, April A strange result 


of the Turkish-Italian war is the won- 
derful betterment of conditions tn this 
city and the breaking of a four years’ 
drouth in the deserts beyond. 

The war has proved a blessing fn dis- 
guise to both city and country. In the 
city miserable sanitary conditions have 
been improved, the harbor is full of 
ships from all nations and more busi- 
ness is being done than ever before. 

In the country of the 
city, where the Turks and Arabs rule. 
the country was wrecked by a pro- 
longed drouth. Vegetation was burned 
to the roots and the little livestock re- 
maining in the country was on the 
verge of starvation. Thanks to a con- 
tinuous bombardment from the Italian 
warships in the harbor and from Ital- 
ian artillery on shore toward the desert 
forces, the bursting bombs started pro- 
fuse rains and now the deserts are 


desert back

blooming gardens. cath cattle and 


sheep are sleek and fat, gardeners and 
farmers are preparing to harvest the 
biggest crop’the country has ever pro- 
duced and prosperity walks hand in 
hand with the horrors of war. 

The end of the war is not In sight and 
many of the natives are glad it is not. 
The Italians are still confined to the 
limits of the city, clinging to their in- 
trenchments and subsisting on food sent 
from home, while the Turks and Arabs 
roam the deserts of other days, now 
luxuriant with vegetation and praise 
Allah for changed conditions. 

The cost of the war to Italy is mil- 
lions of dollars a month. To the allied 
enemy it is but $150,000 a month. It is 
estimated that the cost to ItaJy for a 
day is equal to the cost for,a month to 
the enemy. 

Reinforcements are swarming to the 
aid of the Turks and Arabs. The 
chances of Italy’s army ever getting

“It does not follow that recovery 
on e Stock Exchange is over for 
the y or even for the season.

Steers formed a fair proportion of the 
killing aggregate and, though there have 
beep several fluctuations in the trade, 
the week’s close shows very little 
change as mpared to last Friday. 
Quality has een very good and one 
drove of choice quality beeves crossed 
the scales at $8.60, making a new top for 
the year. A large showing of the good 
to choice grades sold from $8 to the 
top. Quality has cut little figure, as 
the demand has been good for all 
grades. The medium to good beeves 
predominated and the bulk of the week’s 
offering sold at a range of $7 to $8. 
Yearlings of quality hav@ been in strong 
demand and show an advance of 10c to 
lbc over last Friday. Few of the light 
weights went to the killers, but steady 
prices took all that changed hands. 

A continuous demand for heifer beef 
has been the feature of the past week's 
trade. Good quality light weight heifers 
have been in the limelight all through 
the session and show a big lic gain 
over last Friday. Quality has been ex- 
ceptionally good, and mixed steers and 
heifers sold at $8.35, while straight cars 
of heifers sold at $7.80, the top for the 
year. The medium to good grade were 
in majority and show a 10c to lie ad- 
vance; the bulk sold from $6.50 to $7.60, 
7 poor quality bringing the low range 
o $6. 

Cows Advance Sharply. 

The demand for cows has at every ses- 
sion exceeded the supply. The best

The receipts in the Southern division 
were more liberal during the phst week 
than for some time. The demand has 
been good and values are generally 10c 
higher. Oklahoma and Texas caked 
Steers made up the big end of the sup- 
ply, but a drove of 2% cars of grassers 
arrived from Texas, making the first 
shipment of this class this season. The 
former grades were in good demand. 
Quality was fair and the top reathed 
$7.40, with a range down to $7.05 catch- 
ing the supply. As the grassers were 
the first of the season, it was hard to 
set the stage of the market, but a good 
rice was paid, as the drove averaged 
ess than 1000 pounds and sold at a range 
of $5.90 to $6.25. Nothing arrived in the 
canner or yearling class. 
Hogs in Narrow Range. 

The market was up one day and down 
the next until there was very little dif- 
ference between the opening of the week 
and the close, or for that matter the 
range of prices was small all week. The 
best quality hogs with a little weight 
to them were the best sellers and sold 
at-and around the top all Week. Pigs 
and lights for some reason did not meet 
with much call and declined 2c during 
the week and closed at the low point. 
The top ranged between $7.90@17.50 all 
week and most of the time it was $8.50 
or but 5¢ away. The bulk of the good 
hogs went at $7.65@7.80, but there was a 
good many mixed hogs that sold to the 
packers at $7.40@7.65, and they were a 
little slow sale, but the good grade 
hogs, 200 pounds and over, met with fa- 
vor from the butchers, and_ shippers 
were ready sale at all times. 
The best pigs and lights the forepart 
of the week went fairly well, but dur- 
ing the middle and latter part they were 
mighty slow sale. Best lights at the 
close of the week were bringing $7.15@ 
7.65; fair grades, $6.25@7; best pigs, 110 
pounds and lighter, $6@6.50; fair grade 
little pigs, $5.25@5.90, and the common 
trashy kinds around $5 and under.

Sheep at Year’s High Mark. 
Just a moderate supply arrived, and 
as there was a good demand all week, 
prices took a jump upwards, reaching 
the highest basis of the year by the 
middle of the week and remaining 
steady to the close. A good proportion 
of the arrivals were from Colorado or 
else they were Westerns fed in Illinois 
or Missouri, but the natives have begun 
to come more freely. 

Some spring lambs were offered and 
they sold at $8@11. Colorado lambs with 
the wool sold up to $9.50 and clipped 
native lambs brought $7.9. These prices 
were for the best, of course. Fair to 
medium grades sold proportionately 
just as well. Clipped sheep went at $6@ 
6.40, and clipped yearlings $7.25@7.70. 
Shéep that were not fat sold at $5@5.50, 
and some thin lambs went at $6@6.75. 

Most of the local arrivals are clippéa 
and all of them should be before send- 
ing to market, as the clipped ones are 
selling the best; that is, there is more 
money to the owner in clipping and sell- 
ing the wool before marketing than 
there is in sending them to market with 
the wool on. Bucks sold at $4.75@65. 

The receipts of horses last week were 
moderate and there was a good attend- 
ance of buyers each day. Eastern 
horses were of a fair showing all week, 
the demand was strong and an active 
and strong market prevailed. The best 
grade of Southern horses were active 
and steady, while the poorer class were 
in light demand and slow sellers. The 
market on this class closed a shade 
lower. Draft and wagon horses found 
a steady market. 

The receipts of mules were exception- 
ally light. he bulk of the receipts were 
of the common kinds. Big, well fin- 
ished kinds were in an urgent demand 


and closed a shade higher. Miners 
found a steady trade. Cotton and all 
poorer .class mules were in or de- 


mand and very siow sellers, with prices 
slightly lower. 





CHICAGO PROVISIONS 
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CROP. DAMAGE BUYING 
FEATURE IN GRAIN: 











Wheat prices went skyward the 
past week, gained %c to 4c on the 
active options, and closed under a 


full head of steam around the high- 
est level. 

The advance was based on sensa- 
tional crop damage reports of winter- 
killing and abandoned acreage, which 
have lifted prices nearly 20c a bushel 
in the last three weeks, 

While these reports are no doubt 
srossly exaggerated for market pur- 
poses, there seems little question that 
the condition of the winter wheat 
plant in Ohio, Indiana, Lllinots and 
sections of Missouri is bordering on 
a complete failure. 
In Kansas and Nebraska reliable 
information is such as to apparently 
place both these states in the doubt- 
ful column, while Minneapolis semi- 
official reports indicate an extensive 
loss of acreage in+the spring wheat 


area, 

With this mass of bullish information 
for the “crop experts’’ to work on it 
was an easy matter to churn futures up- 
ward with a rush. 

The high prices on corn and oats made 
wheat look cheap. The trade was eager 
to speculate, It quickly ran into a run- 
away market. 

While the fever of buying is on it 
is ridiculous to talk of price movements, 
as all kind of figures are predicted by 
the bulls, while the bears claim that a 
big bréak is in sight. 

Big bull traders assert that the July 
option in Chicago will corner itself. 
They say that if May wheat goes out 
above the present figure of $1.16é—and 
they are predicting $1.25 for it—that 
July will go out_even higher, as ye 
plies will be much lower than now in 
July, and unless nature performs almost 
a miracle the month will be an old crop 


onth. 

If so, with cash supplies largely held 
by the Chicago crowd, who have made a 
big coup in the recent rise, and are able 
to dictate practically their own terms for 
the cash grain, traders say a natural 
sorner could easily be carried in the 
July delivery, especially if the weather 
turns fine, and the professional trade all 
get short on the improved scenery over 
the growing belt. 

Corn Market Higher. . 


Corn was firm and higher. The cash 
demand shows some improvement and 
cables were up, Receipts are light, 
despite the better weather, and there is 
talk of the May deal developing a 
squeeze locally and in Chicago. Tre 
unexpectedly small movement frem the 
Argentine in the face of a record-break- 
ing crop, is also arr influence sustaining 
prices. Oats were strong and higher, in 
sympathy with corn and on late seeding 
reports. : 
Another cargo of 80,000 Argentine corn 
was bought Wednesday by the Corn 
Products Co., basis 74%c in bond In 
New York, which is about 10c under 
the cost of Western corn and shuts 
the latter out of use for export man- 
ufacture and for feed to be sold 
abroad. Their purchases thus far are 
420,000 bu within a week. 

The domestic wheat visible decreased 
1,800,000 bu for the week; corn 1,853,000 
bu; oats, 2,351,000 bu.

COLONEL, IN RING 
WITH HAT, GETS A 
SAMINUTE CHEER 


Boston Arena Is Packed With 
8000, 10,000 Are Out- 
side Hall. 
HARVARD YELLS LEAD 
Only Thrusts at the President 
Are Those Made in 
Worcester Speech.

BOSTON, April 27.—Mounted 
table in the center of a 2-foot ring 
roped off in accurate geometric lines by 
his Harvard enthusiasts, Col. Roosevelt 
to-night found an audience of 8,000 per- 
sons in the Boston Arena and resumed 
his attack upon President Taft and de- 
fense of himself. 

The Colonel literally climbed through 
the ropes following the square ‘lines of 
the stage, with regulation posts and all 
prize ring paraphernalia complete, fol- 
lowing a black slouch hat which had 
been tossed into the square ring a few 
feet ahead of him. For five minutes 
and eight seconds he walked around the 
hat eying it as a pugilist does his an- 
tagonist, while the vast audience gave 
tumultuous manifestation of popular ap- 


on a 


proval. 

With cat calls, cheers college 
yells of the Harvard brand, the tiers of 
men and women howled, cheered, 
whistled, threw up hats and opened um- 
brellas, while from the streets came the 
answering yells of an army of 10,000 
persons who could not wedge their way 
into the hall. 


He Enjoys the Cheering. 
To say that the Colonel enjoyed this 


really remarkable tribute to him would 
be drawing it mildly. He strutted about 
the square ring from which President 
Taft had delivered his broadside against 
the Colonel 48 hours before. He moved 
his good right arm at the crowd, grinned 
broadly with much display of teeth at 
persons near the ring side, pointed sig- 
nficantly at the hat on the canvas cov- 
ering on the stage and gave every evi- 
dence of enjoyment as any raucous 
voiced collegiate in the hall. 

Once or twice when the tumult began 
to waver and flag the Colonel's right 
arm went upward and the outburst 
thundered forth in full and increasing 
volume again. 

In its final spasm a young man with 


fine, brawny shoulders, took part in the 
exercises and for a minute overshad- 
wed the Colonel by his activities. First, 
he picked up the black hat and hung 
it on the exact center of a horseshoe 
secured to the sounding board at the 
back of the platform. Next he grabbed 
a megaphone and thundered a demand 
through it for ‘“‘three cheers and the call 
of ‘Old Harvard’ for Teddy Roosevelt.” 


Ordered to the Table. 

Any man with only one good working 
ear could have heard the answer half 
a mile away. The Colonel visibly had 
hard work to refrain from taking a 
hand, or rathera voice, inthe roar that 
the audience sent up when the college 
yell died down. But he did restrain 
himself and the audience too. He slid 
his right hand in the left hand pocket 
of his statesman’s frock coat and drag- 
ged forth a sheet of manuscript. With 
this he motioned the audience to si- 
lence. 
Just as he was about to begin a 
hoarse command from the gallery, “Up 
on the table.”’ 
“Not a bad idea,” assented the Col- 
onel. He started to climb on to a 
chair on his journey upward. He 
stopped and signalled the square shoul- 
dered young giant to enter the ring 
again. 
The man climbed through the ropes 
and under the Colonel's direction re- 
moved the American flag from it. Then 
while the road of approval over the 
thought continued, the Colonel drew 
his bulk up to the chair and transferred 
it to the table. 
With shoulders thrown back, his 
chin thrust out defiantly, he stood 
until quiet had been restored and 
then began his speech. 

He Ig Applauded Freely, 
That his audience was with him 
was indicated by the applause and 
cries of indorsement that followed al- 
most every period. He brought in 
the name of President Taft at the 
very outset, saying in effect that he 
did not purpose to “discuss Mr. Taft.” 
Soon, he found it necessary to point 
the difference between them on is- 
sues they respectively stood for. 
“Good, that’s a square deal,” yelled 
a voice in the rear of the vast hall. 
The Colonel read the list of “my 
friends” ant “Mr. Taft's friends,” as 
he distinguished them. “I am more 
fortunate in my friends,” he said,

OWNS CLUB; WY NOT RUN IT? 
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Robison’s Niece- Promises to

Mrs. Helene Hathaway Britton, who 
inherited the controlling stock of the 
Cardinals baseball team from the late 
M. Stanford Robison, her uncle, got 
such explicit instructions from Edward 
A. Steininger, Robison’s administrator 
and president of the club, not: to let 
anybody see the stock certificates that 
she will not even let Steininger see 
them. 

She testified to this state of affairs 
in a deposition yesterday afternoon. 
She testified also that in her opinion 
the financial success of the Cardinals 
for the season of 1911 was not due to 
the good presidency of Steininger hut 
to the excellent playing of sessed Bres- 
nahan and his proteges. 

When Mrs. Britton came to ‘Sas in 
the witness stand in the law offices 
of Jones, Jones, Hocker & Davis, 
George Priest, attorney for Steininger, 
was on the mound, serving legal out- 
shoots in the form of questions. At 
the end of the contest, Lon O. Hocker, 
Mrs. Britton’s attorney, who was on 
the coaching lines, declared she had 
established a batting average of 1000. 

Mrs. Britton Keeps Cool, 

Mrs. Britton appeared in a neat trav- 
eling uniform. It consisted of a styl- 
ishly tailored gray suit, with lingerie 
waist, smart low shoes and a purple 
hat, trimmed with violets. The only 
woman at the taking of depositions, 
she appeared cool and composed.

Sentries to Bar From Halifax 
Dock All but Those With 
Bodies to Claim. 





SHIP EXPECTED MONDAY 





Undertaker in Charge Performed 
Similar Duty for La Bour- 
goyne’s Victims. 





HALIFAX, N. 8S., April 27.—A Domin- 
ion navy yard has been reserved by the 
White Star line for the unloading Mon- 


day of the bodies of the Titanic’s dead 
from the cable ship, Mackey-Bennett 
upon a stretch of pier ordinarily used 
for coaling. They will be placed in 
coffins for the inspection of relatives. 

Five tents to shield the dead have 
been erected on the pier. More than 
200 pine coffins are piled nearby, and 
20\wagons have been engaged to trans- 
port the bodies from the water front 
to the morgue, established in a curling 
rink. 

The identified dead, especially the 
bodies of such prominent men as Col- 
onel Astor, Mr. Straus, President Hays 
of the Grand Trunk, Frank D, Millet 
and others will be taken directly to an 
undertaking shop, and hurried from 
town soon after by special cars. 

The unidentified will go to the mor- 
gue to remain until claimed or a fort- 
night having passed, to be buried in 
cemetery plots here which the steam- 
ship company has provided. The task 
of identifying will be tedious. Many 
bodies, surgeons say, will be almost un- 
recognizable. Not a few of the be- 

*reaved have supplied themselves with 
dentist ‘plates of victim's teeth, hoping 
to claim what would otherwise be a 
form battered beyond recognition. 

40 EFunbalmers to Assist. 

Forty embalmers will assist the 
local undertakers. The parties here 
waiting for bodies already identified 
have already boughi coffins for the 
bodies so there will be no delay in 
starting home.

toward the Titanic, Capt. Moore said, 
was about 11 knots. 

“About 3 a. m., we ran into our first 
ice,” continued the witness, “and we 
immediately doubled the lookout watch. 
At 3:% we had to stop. At that time 
we figured we were about 1¢ miles 
Cistant from where the Titanic sig- 
nalled.”’ 

Another delay was occasioned to the 
Mount Temple by a small schooner, the 
green light of which halted the Mount 
Temple. For a moment the Captain got 
range of the white masthead lights and 
then they disappeared. 

Q. Was the schooner between you 
and the Titanic? asked the Senator. 
A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How much nearer the Titanic was 
that schodner than you were? A. Oh, 
the schooner couldn’t have been more 
than a mile and a half from me. Tf 
heard the fog horn of thé schooner and 
then put the Mount Temple’s gengines 
full speed astern to avoid her. 

Capt. Moore said he had been at sea 
for 32 years, 27 years in the North 
Atlantic Ocean. 

Q. Are you familiar with ice and 
icebergs? 

A. Yes, sir; very familiar. An ice- 
berg may be composed of anything. 
It is ice broken off from the land in 
the Arctic regions and may be .com- 
posed of land, rocks and most any- 
(hing that i¢ would pick up in its 
course. 

Senator Smith sought this informa- 
tion because of some levity caused 
by a question he asked several days 
azo as to what an iceberg was com- 
posed of and a witness answered 
“ice.” 

The’ captain said after he stopped 
a few minutes to avoid the ice, he 
proceeded slowly on the course to- 
ward the Titanic. The schooner he 
saw coming from the direction of the 
Titanic was moving not more than 


Are 


Senator Smith took up the question 
of glasses for use of lookouts, and asked 
whether they were useful in detecting 
the presence of danger ahead. The 


witness was not sure that they would be 
of extraordinary value. 

Q. Well, do you believe that the use 
of searchlights during fog and at night 
would not lessen the danger? A. No, 
sir. The use of a searchlight in fog 
would be of no avail. It would be like 
throwing it against ¢ wviank wall. If 
the light were operated with a powerful 
projector, it might be of some use at 
night. 

Capt. Moore was esked whether he had 
heard that certaiy of his passengers 
had said they had seen rockets that had 
been fired by the Titanic that night. 

Capt. Moore replied that all the pas- 
sengers were asleep, but that he had 
seen the statements in the newspapers. 

“There were no passengers on the 
deck of. the Mount Temple when we 
started for the Titanic,” said Captain 
Moore. “I got all the officers on deck, 
got out all the lifeboats, 20 of them, 
had ali the life belts out and was 
ready for any emergency. I reckoned 
we could accommodate 1000 persons 
in those lifeboats, 

“We have only one wireless opera- 
tor and he had picked up the tele- 
phone just before going to bed to see 
what was going on. Then it wag he 
caught the signal from the Titanic. 


Hears Message to Carpathia. 


Captain Moore said the operator 
picked up other messages; one told 
that the Titanic had got the Carpa- 
thia and had given her position then 
as 41:46—50:14. That was about 10 
miles eastward of the first position. 
The second message picked up by the 
Mount Temple from the Titanic to 
the Carpathia read: 

“We have struck iceberg. 
once to our assistance.” 

“We picked up many other messages. 
One from the Carpathia asked the Ti- 
tanic if she wanted any special boat to 
stand by, and the Titanic ans;vered that 
she wanted all she cotila get. Andthe?’ 
message we picked up from the Titanic 
to the Olympic read: ‘Get your boats 
ready. We are going down fast by the 
head.’ "’ 

Capt. Moore read many other com- 
munications that passed. One was the 
steamer Frankfurt’s message to the Ti- 
tanic at 12 o’clock Sunfay night giving 
her position as 59.47—62.10. The Titanic 
asked the Frankfurt: ‘Are you coming 
to our assistance?’ The Frankfurt 
asked, ‘‘What's the matter?” The Ti- 
tanic, according to the Mount Temple's 
messages, answered, “We have struck 
iceberg and sinking. Tell captain to 
come.”’ 

“My wireless operator, J. Burrant, in- 
formed me,” he said, “that from the 
sound of the signals he judged that the 
Frankfurt was nearest to the Titanic. 
The last message that the Titanic an- 
swered from the Olympic, the operator 
told me, was at 1:30 Monday morning. 
“A few minutes after that the operator 
told me that the Olympic, Baltic and 
Frankfurt were all trying to get the 
Titanic but could not reach her. The 
Titanic, he said, had not spoken. since 
1:32. That was about an hour after 
I had been given the first C Q D signal 
from the Titanic, my ship’s time.” 

Q. Did you send any messages from 
the Mount Temple? A. No I kept 
out. I did not want to interfere with 


Come at 
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‘two knots an hour. When he saw 
her at 3 a. m. she was, he estimated, 
about 12 mileg from the Titanic. 

Senator Smith asked the captain if 
he thought the light of this schooner 
might have been the light that Officer 
Boxhall of the Titanic and others on 
the liner saw when the Titanic was fir- 
ing the distress rockets and flashing the 
Morse signals. 

“It might have been the light of a 
tramp steamer which was on our port 
bow. He passed to starboard of us,”’ 
he replied. 

Q. How large a ship was it? A. 
About five thousand tons, sir. I did 
not get her name but she was a for- 
eigner. She showed no ensign. We 
tried to raise her by wireless but I 
don’t believe she had any. 

About 6:3) or 6 o’clock the Mount 
Temple ran into ice so heavy that 
she was forced to turn back. The 
last seen of the strange steamer was 
about 9 o’clock Monday when both 
were trying to avoid the ice pack. 

Q. You have no means of determining 
what that other vessel was or the 
name of its commander? A. I had no 
communication whatever. As I recollect 
it, the funnel was black with some de- 
vice in a band near the top. 

Q. Did you get any nearer the Ti- 
tanic’s position? A. I went slowly after 
3:25 o’clock and reached rery close tu 
that position at 4:30 a. m. Munaay. 


Q. Was any other vessel there? A. 
None but the tramp ship that cut 
ahead of me sir, earlier. 

Captain Moore then told of arriv- 
ing at the scene of the Titanic’s bur- 
ial about 4:30 in the morning, two 
hours after the liner went down. 

“I saw no wreckage and no bodies, 
sir,” he said. “Theretwas nothing but 
the ice and the tramp steamer. The 
ice was so thick that I was com- 
pelled to hoist men to the mastheads

that time the vessel’s dynamos had been 
made useless by the water. 

Capt. Moore said that his obser- 
vations taken Monday indicated that 
the Titanic’s actual position probably 
was 50:09% west. 

Q. Does that indicate to you that 
the Titanic drifted? A. No, I think 
she stopped, but the position was 
wrong. 

Q. The fact that you found no evi- 
dence of the wreck when you got to 
the Titanic’s position tends to con- 
firm your idea that the ship was 
eight miles eastward of the position 
she gave, A, Yes, sir, and later I 
sighted the Carpathia on the other 
side of the field of ice where she 
picked the Titanic’s boats up. 

Capt. Moore said that he heard 
from the Carpathia at 8:30 Monday 
morning that it had picked up the 
Titanic’s boats and that the Titanic 
had sunk . 

“Up to that time I had not given 
up hope of sighting the Titanic,” said 
Capt. Moore, “I had been steaming 
around in the ice all night. After I 
got the news I waited around until 
9 o’clock and then steamed on my 
course.”’ 

Q. Were there any other vessels in 
sight at the point where the Titanic 
is supposed to have gone down? A. 
We saw a tramp steamer and at 8 
o'clock Monday morning we sighted 
the Birma. We also sighted the Cali- 
fornian, but the ice was between us.

“Not until 12:30? Why, that was 50 
minutes after the accident.’’ 

**Yes, sir.”’ 

The witness was asked if he was noti- 
fied of the seriousness of the situation. 

“No, sir. I saw water in the post- 
office and I formed my own conclu- 
sion.”’ 

Cunningham, said that at 12:30 all his 
passengers had gone on deck except 
Mr. Cummings, who was in his state- 
room getting an overcoat. 

“After that Mr. Stead asked me 
to show him how to put on a life- 
belt,” said Cunningham. “I put the 
lifebelt on him. That was the last one 
I put on.”’ 

“Did you ever see Mr. Stead again?’ 

“No, air” 

‘What then did you do?’ 

*“T put a lifebelt on myself after the 
passengers were taken care of,” said 
Cunningham. ‘After all the boats had 
gone a mate and I jumped into the sea. 
We swam clear of the Titanic. We knew 
she was sinking for sure and we were 
afraid of the suction.”’ 

The witness told of being picked up 
by lifeboat No. 4. He said there were 
nine men and a number of women 
aboard. 

“It was crowded,’’ 
wasn’t room to row.” 

Frederick Ray, another steward, next 
was summoned. He said he was not on 
duty at the time of the accident but 
that he was at work in the main ga- 
loon at 9 o'clock. 

“Did you see the captain of the Ti- 
tanic the night of the wreck?” asked 
Senator Smith. 

“No, sir, I don’t remember that I did.”’ 

The witness said the Captain had 
his own waiter who, he added, was 
drowned. : 

“He wads last seen standing on the 
bridge beside the Captain,” he said. 

Asked if he remembered having 


seen J. Bruce Ismay, head of the 
White Star line, at dinner in the sa- 
loon, Ray said he didn’t observe him. 


When awakened Steward Ray sa‘ 
he aroused every one in the room. 
There were twenty-eight men, he 
said, but only a few arose. Some 
went back to sleep. Twenty min- 
utes later, he said they were ordered, 
by the head steward to report at 
their positions at the boats. 

“When we got to the boats, they 
were just being swung out,” he said. 
“at my boat, No. 9, there were tw5 
sailors and about a dozen men. I 
didn’t see any women at that time” 

After the first boat had put off, 
Ray said, he went below and got his 
overcoat. He passed along the deck 
and found the bow under water. 

“Passing up the grand staircase, 
I met Mr. Pothschile,” he .continued, 
I said, ‘this looks serious, sir,’ and ha 
replied, ‘Oh, I don ‘'t think there’s much 
need for worry.” When I got on 
deck I helped load several boats and 
then was ordered with several men 
passengers and crew.

SUED FOR $200,000 


New York Bank Wants Money 
Alleged to Have Been Loaned 
St. Louisans.. 


SEVERAL NOTES INVOLVED 





Money Given, Plaintiff Says, to 
Reduce Amounts Advanced 
to Cement Firms. 





A suit for $200,000 was filed in the 
\'nited States District Court yesterday 
against the National Bank of Commerce 
in St. Louis by the Mercantile N&ational 
Bank of New York. The petition al- 
leges that the defendant bank in 1909, 
desiring to reduce its loans to the Iola 
Portland Cement Co. and the United 
Kansas Portland Cement Co., obtained 
a loan of $250,000 from the New York 
bank on a note dated May 3, 7, and 
payable Jan. 1, 1910. 

The note was signed by iin E. 
Nicholson and A. B. Cockerill and se- 
cured by 8366 shares of the preferred 
stock of the Iola company and 2500 
shares of the preferred stock of the 
United Kansas company. : 

Allegations by Plaintiff. 

According to the petition the National 
Bank of Commerce represented that it 
was financially interested in the cement 
companies and would guarantee pay- 
ment of the loan. On this representa- 
tion the loan was made, the petition 
states. 

It is alleged that when the note fell 
due it was renewed and the National 
Bank of Commerce paid the interest, 
amounting to $8%0. At the maturity of 
the renewal! note, July 11, 1910, the Bank 
of Commerce pald the interest and $60,- 
000 of the principal and renewed the 
$200,000 balance for six months. At the 
maturity of the second renewal note 
payment of the $200,000 was demanded 
by the plaintiff bank, it is averred, but 
the Bank of Commerce, while paying 
the interest to April 27, 1911, failed to 
pay the balance due on the principal or 
any part of it. 

Refusal Is Alleged. 

On April 27, 1911, the Mercantile Na- 
tional Bank, according to the petition, 
accepted at the request of the Bank of 
Commerce, a new note for $200,000, pay- 
able on demand, and signed by Nichol- 
son and Cockerill. Since then the Bank 
of Commerce has paid interest on the 
note to Dec. 31, 1911, it is stated. Ac- 
cording to the petition demands for pay- 
ment of the demand note have been met 
with refusal from the defendant. 

It is alleged that at the time the orig- 
inal note to the plaintiff bank was 
made the Bank of Commerce had loaned 
an aggregate of about §2,000,000 to 
the two cement companies an4 to 
George E. Nicholson, president of the 
Iowa concern, taking stock tn the eom- 
panies as collateral. 

The petition states that in order to 
induce the Mercantile National Bank to 
make the loan the Bank of Commerce 
falsely represented that the business of 
the cement companies was in a prosper- 
ous and promising condition, that the 
collateral had a large value in excess 
of the loan and that the proceeds would 
be used in paying off a note for $260,000 
made by the same parties and held by 
the Equitable Trust Co. of New York. 

Other Allegations Made. 

Notwithstanding these representa- 
tions, it is alleged, the $250,000 was ap- 
plied by the Bank of Commerce tn the re- 
duction of the indebtedness to it in- 
stead of paying off the $260,000 Equitable 
Trust note. It is further averred that 
Nicholson and Cockerill, signers of the 
note, were and are insolvent, that the 
collateral is of very much less value 
than the face of the note and that the 
business of the companies was not and 
has not since been prosperous. 

President B. F, Edwards of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce, when seen 
by a Post-Dispatch reporter, declined to 
make a statement about the suit. The 
law firm of Judson, Green & Henry rep- 
resents the plaintiff.

MEASURE TO REGULATE 
SALE OF MATCHES 


Randall’s Ordinance Also Seeks 
to Prohibit Manufacture of

president; Edward M. Flesh, secre- 
tary; Board of Governors, one year, 
Roy P. Britton, Sam D. Capen, J. 
Howard Holmes, EB. J. Russell, Robert 
H. Keiser, T. Maffit; two years, Sam- 
uel Plant, Alden H. Little, Joa, R. 
Barroll, P. J. Bergs, BH. J. Krause and 
B. H. Semple. 

Members may also nominate effi- 
cers, acording to the by-laws, by a 
petition signed by fifteen members. 
This petition must be in the hands of 
the secretary not later than April 80. 

Under the management of the in- 
cumbent officers the scope of the 
work of the Automobile Club has 
been widened and the membership 
greatly increased. Through the ef- 
forts of the club and the co-opera- 
tion of the St. Louis Automobile 
Manufacturerg and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion, and similar organizationg of

MOTORISTS THE LEAST 
TRAFFIC VIOLATORS 


The general impression that reck- 
less automobile driving is responsible 
for street accidents and arrests for 
violation of the city traffic ordi- 
nances is proven untrue by the fact 
The records of the Central Police Dis- 
trict show that only one man in ten 
arrested for violating the “rules of 
the road,” by the police, is an auto- 
mobilist. In fact, the Central Police 
District records of all the arrests 
made for violation of the traffic laws 
during the past week, show that less 
than 10 per cent were drivers of au- 
tomobiles, 

The Street Traffic Committee of the 
Automobile Club of which Robert H. 
Keiser is chairman, has been looking 
into these matters recently and urg- 
ing the strict enforcement of the 
traffic laws, believing that if the mo- 
torists were among the guilty that 
they should be haled into court along 
with the drivers. of coal wagons, dirt 
wagons, vegetable carts and other 
vehicles. 

It is not the purpose of the commit- 
tee to prosecute the offenders, but to 
perfect traffic conditions for the ben- 
efit of all users of the streets in con- 
venience and safety. The Automobile 
Club always has advocated the up- 
holding and enforcement of the laws, 
and heartily co-operates with the au- 
thorities, 

This committee found at the Cen- 
tral Police District that 474 arrests 
were made last week for violations 
of the traffic regulations. Eight of 
these arrests were for driving a car 
at a speed greater than allowed by 
law.

Decision Kills Bottling Up,

NEW YORK, April 27.—Friends of H. 
H. Rogers Jr., the son and chief heir 


of the late Standard Oil financier, re- 
ceived a hint which resulted in the 
withdrawal of Rogers’ name from the 
list of applicants for membership 
in the Union Club. The presentation 
of Rogers by his friends as an appli- 
cant for membership did not, it is un- 
derstood, get beyond the first preljmin- 
ary stages of such matters, a hint ar- 
riving in time to avoid any such un- 
pleasant a matter as direct rejection. 

The Union Club at Fifth avenue and 
Fifty-First street is regarded as the 
tnost exclusive in the city. It is the 
club in which proud and happy fathers 
of the aristocracy enter their sons for 
prospective membership when the sons 
are but a few hours old. 

Membership Exclusive. 

The large membership is made up of 
the men of the most exclusive of the 
wealthy families of New York controll- 
ing the social run of affairs. 

However, there are many members 
who cannot boast of the family descent 
of Rogers who goes away back into the 
Puritan days in New England, and, be- 
sides, Rogers is a popular young fellow 
socially, has been quite prominent in 
military affairs and is a lover of the 
sports and pastimes of the rich. His 
friends in the Union Club could not 
imagine any reason why he should not 
be an acceptable member and had no 
hesitation in setting the machinery in 
motion looking to his election. Soon 
the machinery began to creak. Then it 
came to a dead stop. 

In this connection it is recalled by 
clubmen who are also connected with 
the New York National Guard that H. 
H. Rogers J&,, some four or five years 
ago was captain of Company C, Twelfth 
Regiment.

Rogers, heard stories 
which prompted them to prefer charges 
against Col. George R. Dyer.

The charges were investigated by a 
court of inquiry and Col, Dyer was ex- 
onerated.

In leaving the regiment 
Capt. Rogers neglected to apologize 
to the Colonel of the organization for 
the part he played in bringing up the 
charges.

WANTS TO CHANGE 
MULLANPHY BOARD 


Special Election Necessary to Re- 
duce the Number to 
Three. 


An ordinance seeking to decrease the 
number of members of the Mullanphy 
Emigrant Relief Fund to three was in- 
troduced Friday in the City Council. 
The measure is offered as an amend- 
ment to the charter of St. Louts, 
and by its provisions an election is 
to be held Nov. 5, 1912, to submit 
the proposition to a vote of the peo- 
ple, such action is authorized by the 
Municipal Assembly. 

Councilman Bspenschied, who intro- 
duced the bill, stated that the purpose 
for which the fund was placed in trust 
seems no longer to exist. He said that 
the present board is too large and un- 
wieldy, and that a smaller board could 
probably work out a plan by which the 
fund could legally be diverted in a way 
to better carry out the purpose of the 
testator. 

The bill provides that the board shall 
be appointed by the Mayor, and the 
members shall hold office for three 
years, serving without compensation. 

The fund was left in trust for the re- 
lief of emigrants desiring to go further 
West, and now amounts to more than 
$1,000,000. In recent years large amounts

EL PASO, Tex., April 27.-An order 
which, if rigidly adhered to, will entail 
serious Consequences to all industries 
of Northern Mexico, has been issued by 
President Madero and was served on 
General Manager Ferris of the Mexican 
Northwestern Railroad today. 


The order declares coal to be contra- 
band of war and demands that the rail- 
road decline to handle “a single lump”’ 
of it. It is said that President Madero 
also has notified the Government at 
Washington. 

The Mexico Northwestern is the only 
line now operating through Chihuahua 
which has a terminus in El Paso. 

The Mexican Central is under rebel 
control and its northern terminus is at 
Juarez. Much of the coal which has 
been brought in for the use of the 
smelters and other industries is said 
to have fallen into the hands of the reb- 
els, who have used it to run trains and 
for other purposes.

FOR KANSAS TOWNS 


Health Secretary Says Pest Will 
Be Eradicated if Law Is 


Adopted Génerally. 


TOPEKA, Kan., April 2/.—Each of the 
485 incorporated towns of Kansas has 
been asked by the State Board of 
Health to enact a drastic anti-fly ordi- 
ance at town meetings to be held the 
first week of May. 

The ordinance provides that all gar- 
bage must be kept in covered vessels 
and removed twice a week and that 
places where flies are likely to gather 
or lay eggs must be covered or screened. 

“Tf this ordinance is enacted and en- 
forced in every Kansas town,” said Dr.

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Doat’s rank as a master of ceramics is acknowl- 
edged by so commanding an authority as the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica, which, discussing the in- 
vention of “pate sur pate” decoration in porce- 
lain clays, says: 

“M. Taxile Doat has executed many extraor- 
dinary pieces in this style of decoration at 
and in the British Museum there is a 
large vase of his, presented by the French Gov- 
ernment at the beginning of the present cen- 
tury.” 

It is this work in “pate sur pate,” or paste upon 
paste, which instantly attracts the admiration 
of the visitor of the Doaf collection. He is struck 
by the delicacy of ideal female figures of trans- 
lucent porcelain sculpture set off on some beau- 
tifully colored ground, by the graceful beauty of 
bas-relief forms molded from clay which seems

This he brought with him from France to Unl- 
versity City, and from the collection the works 
in the Art Museum were chosen by the artist 
himself as his best. 


slip‘on a colored porcelain background of green, 
blue, dark gray or black. On such grounds a 
thin wash of the slip gives a translucent film, 
so that by washing on or building up successive 
layers of slip, sharpening the drawings with mod- 
eling tools or softening or rounding the figures 
with a wet brush, the most delicate gradations 
of tint can be obtained, from the brilliant white 
of the slip to the full depth of the ground. 

The requirement of this work for dexterity and 
delicacy of workmanship becomes astonishing 
when one reflects that a single piece may con- 
sume the labor of six months, and that this labor 
is in part carried on under what is called the 
“grand feu”—which means a temperature in the 
baking kiln of 2300 to 2750 degrees Fahrenheit.

When a great ship founders far from aid, tra- 
dition, enforced if vecessary by bullets, ordain 
ivat the women and chiluren shall first be plac: 
in the lifeboats. Often only a few places are left 
and for these, according to another custom of thi 
high sens, the men are at liberty to figi.t it ont 
among themselves. Then, in many instances, the 
weak and the old have been trampled down; men 
normally mild and kindly have turned murderers; 
spent swimmers, grasping a gunwale as the only 
barrier between themselves and _ eternity, have 
een brained with oars; a sudden savage has 
stabbed his convivial acquaintance of an hour be- 
fore to get his seat in a boat. Sometimes, in the 
}madness of fear,-men have fallen down millen- 
niums of civilization and slain women and chil- 
dren to preserve themselves. 

But in the midst of this welter of primitive 
passions unleashed by terror like beasts from the 
lowermost dungeons cf men’s souls, there has 
often been one figure which has stood aloof, soli- 
tary, calm and grand. This was the figure of 
the ship’s master. 

A few minutes ago he was the monarch of his 
floating city, exercising absolute sway over every 
soul on board. He was proudly conscious that he 
Was worthy to bear upon his single shoulders the 
responsibility for hundreds of lives and millions 
of dollars’ worth of property. He foresaw the 
welcoming harbor, the prosperous end of the vov- 
age, the congratulations of the ship owners. 
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From King to Prisoner. 


But, fn an instant, a floating iceberg, a hidden 
reef, a collision with another ship, has turned 
him into the only prisoner in his world. The 
meanest sailor, the most grimy stoler, is at lib- 
erty to save himself. But the captain alone. fet- 
tered by the ethics of his profession, is doomed. 

He, of all persons on board, has the most favor- 
able facilities for escape. The liteboats are at 
his commend. The crew looks to him as its chief. 
The crew and himself being armed and possessing 
discipline, have an advantage over the passen- 
gers and could seize upon enough boats to save 
themselves. But this must not be. 

In Kiel, Germany, whenever a German liner gor 
down, the newspapers without awaiting ¢ oifirm, 
tion, print the statement, “The captain went dow 
with his ship.” This tradition is so firmiy roote 
Zia the minds of the North German Lleyd officer 
that there is no record of one of the company's 
ships going down without the captain. 

It is traditional in Northern Germany that the 
tiaeter must die with his ship. Even should al] 
the passengers be safe in the lifeboats, the skip- 
per does no: save himself. When his work of res- 
*Scue is done, he takes his solitary place on the 
} bridge. Sometimes he blows his brains out; some- 
times he lashes himself to the bridge and 
drowns. 

For to return to Kiel without his ship would be 
worse tnan death. Ostracism of the cruelest sort 
would overtake him. No-man would take him by 
the hand. 


For a captain to go down with his ship is some- 
thing for his family to cherish as a sublime mem 
ory; to let bis ship die without him is a disgrace 
inpat generations cannot live down.

What is the basis of this motive so imperiou: 
that it defies the love of life itself and over 
whelms the instinct of self-preservation which i: 
the law of all nature? So mighty an impulse 
could not exist wit.out a foundation in reason. 

In the first place, the loss of a ship is the one 
misfortune in the merchant marine which is con- 
sidered irreparable. There is no discussion as to 
whether an error of the captain’s judgment was 
responsibie, or whether the accident .as unavoid- 
able. The captain’s honor is involved in bring- 
ing his craft safely to shore. 

» rigid is this rule that in nearly every case 
in which a ship has suffered an accicent, even 
i.ouzh it nad no consequences costiy in human 
life or property, her captain is deprived of com- 
mand and is blacklisted in every steamship com- 
pany. 

1 aus, according to the ethics of the merchant 
marine, the loss of a ship is a catastrophe and 
a disgrace so profound that only the supremert 
reparation may palliate it. The most precious 
sacrifice Which the captain may make is that of 
his own life. Thence the belief has grown up 
that only by dying muy the master wipe out the 
shame of the | ship.

It 
is not insignificant that in all naval parlance the 
ship is feminine in gender, and is called not “‘it,’ 
hut “she.” This sentimental reason may often 
explain why a skipper who loves his craft can- 
not endure to survive her, but lashes himself to 
her bridge and goes with her to the bottom.

A recent catastrophe in which the dark setting 
of men degraded into brutes by terror was illu- 
mined by the heroism of the captain was the 
collision between the French liner La _ Bour- 
gogne, bound from New Yor« to Havre, with the 
British steamer Cromartyshire, on July 4, 1898, 
in a dense fog, 60 miles south of Sable Island. 
The panic was one of the most brutal in the som- 
ber history of such events, even the sailors of the 
sinking La Bourgogne becoming mad with fright.

to some of the survivors, women were stabbed 
like sheep. 

For a time Capt. Deloncle, aided by his valiant 
second officer, attempted to restore order in the 
frenzied mass of human beings, and to recall the 
crew to its discipline. But when the captain saw 
he could avail nothing, he went calmly to the 
bridge to die like a gallant officer. Just before 
the ship began settling, he sent the roar of the 
steam siren bellowing across the waters in a last 
farewell. 

Of the 716 persons on board, 163 only were 
saved, and of these 110 were members of the 
crew. Five hundred and forty-three men, women 
and children were either drowned, trampled to 
death or murdered. 

When the Prinzessin Victoria of the 
Hamburg-American line ran upon the rocks near 
Kingston, Jamaica, on a clear night in December, 
1907, Capt. Brunswick went to his cabin and shot 
himself. All of the passengers were safely taken 
off.

The British steamer Sardinia, bound from Liv- 
erpool to A\Texencria, caught on fire outside the 
harbor of Valetta, Island of Malta, in November, 
1908. Most of the passengers were secured in the 
lifeboats and were saved, with the exception of 
about 150 Arab pile But Capt. Charles Lit- 
tier, refusing to quit his post, toox 
steered the fire-ship towards shore as long as it 
could be maviguted. He died at his post from 
fire.

When the steamship Valencia sank a mile and 
a half from the shore of British Columbia, Capt. 
Johnson, although entreated to do so by the pas- 
sengers, refused. to p.t on a life belt.

H. J. Waters, president of the Kansas Agricul- 
tural College, and E. W. Hoch, former Governor, 
are the leaders in this movement. It is a cam- 
paign that they believe will be in the interest 
of religion. 

“There is no decrease in religious zeal in this 
country, and the. Kansas statistics show a 
marked increase,” said President Waters the other 
day. “There is no lack of religious enthusiasm 
or loss of interest among the people of the rural 
districts. 

“The reasons for the failure of so many country 
churches, both in the rural districts and in the 
Small towns, are competition and prosperity. Peo- 
ple who are prosperous are just as religious as 
any other, but they make a demand for the bet- 
ter expounding of their beliefs.” 

: “There are perhaps 4 thousand Kansas churches 
| that ought not to be in existence right now. Pos- 
_Bibly 100 have been abandoned in the last few 
'-'years, and more will be given up every year. 
| § This is as it should be. The whole idea of church

Gov. Hoch, in his lectures over the State anc 
on the lyceum and Chautauqua platform, is con- 
stantly urging the abandonment of the numerous 
country churches. 

“The average town of 500 to 1500 population has 
no excuse for three or four churches,” he said. 
“There ought. to be just one, and it ought to be 
as good a church as any in the larger cities. 
There is no sense in the denominational jealous- 
ies among the churches. It is entirely unneces- 
sary and often harmful. It ought to be a city 
church for all denominations. 

“Let each denominiuiion havea certain Sunday 
and have a special service. Then, that church 
building ought to be open all the time—not jut 
on Sundays. It ought to have a library and iead- 
ing rooms and a room for games and social af- 
fairs. Then, the boys that have nothing to do 
of an evening will go there to meet their friends 
and read and play games, instead of going to a 
pool hall and playing, cards and pool for money 
and learning to smoke cigarettes. There is no 
harm in pod! or billiards or bowling, and maay 
churches now have pool and billiard tables and 
bowling alleys and the boys and girls all play,

For the “frog quadrille” it is suggested that 
the dancers “sit apon their hauncbes with Lheir 
heads erect and their finger tips touching the 
floor, and perform the ordivaiy figures of the 
quadrille. advaacing in little frog-iike leaps.” 

These suggested dances, of course, are satires 
uvon the “grizzly bear” and are not seriously to 
be performed. Still, they show that the American 
dance has made such inroads that it is thougnt 
tu deserve a humurous attack by one of the lead- 
ing comic journals of Paris. Indeed, had the 
artist but knewn, his irony was not very far- 
fetched. The grizzly bear” is not the only 
“zoological duuce” which is actually popular in 
the United States. There are at ieast two oth- 
ers which bave had something of a vogue-—the 
“turkey trot’ and the “bunny hug.” These 
shonid also heen included in tne terpsichor- 
ean “Nosh’s ark.”’
